The Secretof ..., . ‘ ed 

Commercial! ‘#1? That is the great basic business 

Success. question. Its individual solution or non- 

solution is the dominant question to each 

and all of us. In the subjoined matter we have made 

free use of the invaluable statistics tabulated for a 
series of years by Bradstreet’s: 

The first essential of any, business enterprise is 
credit, whether founded upon capital or character, and 
yet possibly because of the large influx of new blood 
into the business world, much of which it was impos- 
sible to report upon or assign credits to, the per- 
centage of failing traders in 1902 who had only a very 
moderate or no credit rating was 89.5, a slight increase 
upon the preceding year, and the largest percentage 
shown for at least nine years past. Not, in fact, since 
1892, when the percentage was 93, was the proportion 
of those failing possessed of only moderate or no 
credit rating so large as in the year just closed. In 
1900, a very favorable year, the percentage was only 
84.7; in 1896, the reverse of this, the percentage was 
71.7, and in 1893, a year of financial stress, the per- 
centage dropped to 69.7. From that to last year the 
proportions rose steadily, slowly at first in such years 
as 1894, 1895 and 1896, and more rapidly as busi- 
ness improved, opportunities increased and ventures 
became more bold. Naturally there was a shrinkage 
in the proportions of those failing to whom was as- 
signed good or higher grades of credit. Those failing 
possessed of good credit in 1902 made up only 9.6 
per cent of all, the smallest proportion reported for 
at least eight years. The proportion in very good 
credit was apparently down to the lowest minimum, 
nine-tenths of one per cent, the same proportion as in 
1901, but with this exception the lowest in eight years. 

In line with and having a marked bearing upon 
these figures are the statistics dealing with the capital 
employed by those who failed. Of the 11,068 failures 
in the United States and Canada in 1902, 10,289, or 93 
per cent, had not to exceed $5,000 capital, and the 
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converse of this is found in the statement that 9,905, 
or 89.5 per cent, had only a very moderate or no credit 
rating. In 1go1 the proportion with only $5,000 cap- 
ital or less was only 91.6 per cent. This proportion 
rose as high as 94.2 per cent in 1900 and fell as low 
as 80 per cent in 1896. The theory that with the rise 
of the modern trust and consolidation ideas the way 
of the small trader is made harder may get some sup- 
port from these percentages. Perhaps a better ex- 
planation is contained in the fact that with increased 
prosperity and expanding trade the number of ven- 
tures increases, with a consequent enlargement of the 
proportion of insufficiently provided craft that meet 
with shipwreck. 

While all statistical experience points to the cause 
of success or failure in business resting in the last 
analysis with the individual himself, confirming the 
old saying that “a man is the architect of his own for- 
tune,” still it is not to be forgotten that cir- 
cumstances, natural conditions and other occurrences 
or phenomena exercise an important effect upon the 
average business enterprise. For the benefit of those 
who have not followed this subject closely, it might be 
stated that experience over a period of years has shown 
that the causes of commercial embarrassment may be 
quite generally classified under eleven heads. These 
in turn may be condensed into two general classifica- 
Under the head of one are the causes which 
may be credited to the faults of those failing. Under 
the other may be grouped causes beyond the control 
of the suspending trader. 
ous classifications is invited in order that the reader 
may become familiar with their application to the 
matter in hand. .

(8) Fraudulent Disposition of Property.

Eight of these causes, it will be observed, are prop- 
erly classified as proceeding from or attributable to 
the trader himself, while the remaining three may just 
as clearly be said to be beyond his control. While the 
percentages of each of these causes naturally vary 
from year to year, there is still enough constancy about 
the statistics to warrant the statement that, generally 
speaking, three-fourths of the failures that occur are 
due to the faults of those failing, while the remaining 
one-fourth may be generally attributed to causes out- 
side of and beyond their control. For instance, in 
1902 76 per cent of the failures which occurred were 
classified under the first head—that is, due to faults of 
those failing. This is a slightly smaller percentage 
than was shown in 1901, 76.7 per cent, or in 1900, 77.4 
per cent. It might be interpolated here that the causes 
outside of the man’s own control bringing about fail- 
ure tend to decrease in years of normal or exceptional 
prosperity,

The shameful story of the 1902 influx of members 
into the Chicago Technical Club, said influx having 
the incongruous name of the Chicago Hardware and 
Manufacturers’ Club, is soon told. The Aurora 
man for a few months attained the heighth of his 
ambition. He really belonged to.a Chicago Club. 

The advertising solicitor secured a_ secretaryship. 
Some eighty odd Chicago hardware men had a chance 
to pay out some $62.50 or thereabouts. 

The end of this phantom club is not yet, as is indi- 
cated by the following clipping sent to the members 


of the Technical Club, which includes the hardware 


men who were clubmates of the man from Aurora:

At the latest meeting of the Hardware Section of 
the Toronto Board of Tradé, Chairmati“Peleg How 


land made the following report: 

Inquiry in the different branches of trade by this section 
confirms the general opinion that business has been good 
during 1902, prices being comparatively steady, the demand 
large and the losses small. 

Troubles, besides those ordinarily incident to business, 
have, however, existed, such as unreasoning competition; 
difficulty in obtaining goods, owing to either limited capacity 
of manufacturers or shortages in supply of raw material. 

Railroads have been slow in making deliveries, because of 
congestion of freight and shortage of rolling stock. 

Complaints also are made that trade has been hampered 
by the difficulties of the St. Lawrence route and the lack of 
facilities at the port of Montreal. 

The outlook is bright for at least the first half of 1903, the 
country, as a whole, being in perhaps a better condition for 
the consumption of goods than ever before. 

The tendency to overtrade, though hard to resist in such 
times, should be guarded against, and a careful outlook kept 
for signs of a change. 

The burden of the higher freight rates, which came into 
effect on January I, cannot entirely be shifted to the con- 
sumer, and will help towards increasing the expense of con- 
ducting business already largely enhanced by general condi- 
tions. 

The movement on foot for an increase in the tariff, which 
is being inaugurated by the manufacturers, if successful, 
must affect all branches of this business, and should be care- 
fully watched by the members of the section. Whether 
there will be any result has not, as yet, been publicly in- 
dicated.

MAKING GLOBES. 











To describe the pattern for a globe draw a circle 
the size of a globe, as in Fig. 1. This circle, or one- 
half of it, is to be divided into as many parts as the 
globe is to be made of, in this case twelve. The line 
from A to B on the circle is the length of the pattern. 
B E or D C show one of the divisions or pieces. To 
procure the pattern divide one-quarter of the circle 
into any convenient number of parts (in drawing six) 
and carry lines from these divisions through the lines 


Yd b = 





C F D. From a point on line F G, which is at right 
angles to A B, space off six spaces so as to divide one- 
half of the pattern into six parts, and transfer the dis- 
tance between the lines C D to corresponding lines on 
the pattern. A line is to be drawn free hand between 
the intersecting points. 

Another way of describing the pattern is given in 
Fig. 2. On the line A B mark one-half the circumfer- 
ence of the circle or size of globe; in the center be- 
tween these two points draw the line E C at right 
angles to A B and on E C mark the width of one of 





& 








the divisions of the globe; then with the dividers draw 
curved lines that intersect at A E B and A C B; this 
will give the pattern of one of the pieces. 

To solder a globe together so it will “jibe” it is a 
good plan to cut some half circles of tin the size the 
globe is to be and take them in the formed pieces that 
are to make the globe. When a few have been sol- 
dered together these pieces can be taken out. In case 
these braces should be in the way pieces of tin with the 
half circle cut out of them can be tacked on the out- 
side of the globe strips. The main points are to 
have a true pattern to start with and to keep the work 
true when soldering.

Last week we published letters from representatives 
of Friedley & Voshardt, Chicago; Wheeling Corru- 
gating Co., Wheeling, W. Va.; Illinois Roofing & 
Supply Co,, Chicago, and the J. L. Perkins Co., Chi- 
cago. None of these concerns, who are popularly sup- 
posed to keep a weather eye on metal ceiling affairs, 
knew anything about this consolidation except that 
they had heard a vague rumor or so. None of them 
had any tangible knowledge on the subject. 

A. B. Clark, secretary of the Canton Steel Roofing 
Co., Canton, O., is a thoroughly up-to-date metal ceil- 
ing man, but in a recent favor he says: “Aside from 
an article in the daily press the writer has no definite 
information on the subject of a combination of metal 
tile and ceiling companies.” 

The Berger Mfg. Co., Canton, O., are pretty well 
known in the metal ceiling world with their “Classik” 
designs, and judging from the following letter they 
do not seem to care very much whether school keeps 
or not as far as any combine of metal ceiling interests 
is concerned: _ 

“We beg to advise that we are in no way interested 
in the consolidation of the Metal Tile & Ceiling Com- 
pany, this being due to the fact that after April 1 we 
will be on an independent basis from the ore to the 
finished product, therefore are in no way depending 
on the United States Steel Co. for our supplies, which 
is practically the case with other manufacturers.” 

J. H. Eller & Co., Canton, O., advise us: “We have 
noticed in the papers that a combination of the metal 
tile and ceiling interests was on foot, but as yet, we 
know but little or nothing regarding the matter.” 

One of the powers that be in the Kinnear & Gager 
Co., Columbus, O., is, like Secretary A. B. Clark of 
the Canton Steel Roofing Co., a reader of the daily 
press, from which he has learned some data concern- 
ing the proposed capitalization of this merger as fol- 
lows: 

“The writer is unable to give you any information 
whatever in regard to this proposed consolidation. 
We know nothing about the capitalization, except 
what we have read in the newspapers, which is esti- 
mated as $10,000,000. As to what effect this con- 
solidation would have on the trade will say do not 
think it would have any effect other than to cheapen 
the cost of production by cutting off a large salary 
list. We do not think the material itself would be 
any higher than at present time.”’ 

L. L. Sagendorph, president of the Penn Metal 
Ceiling & Roofing Co., Philadelphia, takes a very sor- 
did view of the matter. While he admits that much 
newspaper work has been done, he is inclined to pooh- 
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pooh the scheme on account of some absurd crochets 
in regard to the financial end. Why should he feel 
inclined to drop the scheme because the financial end 
was unsatisfactory? Such a morbid concern regard- 
ing trifles is to be deprecated. Mr. Sagendorph’s 
views on this fine project are as follows: 

“We know very little of the combination of the 
metal tile and ceiling companies. There has been a 
great deal of newspaper work, but, we think, very 
little financial work. We have only been approached 
by‘one firm, and after having a personal interview 
with them it was so indefinite and unsatisfactory, 
about the financial end, that we have looked into the 
matter no further. The consolidation might go 
through and it might not. Of course, many incor- 
porated companies are gotten up and the corporation 
papers issued, as putting it upon paper costs very 
little, and the states are always ready to receive con- 
tributions; but as far as the capitalization of this 
combination, its officials, etc., we know nothing of it. 
We have had’ simply but one interview and that was 
very unsatisfactory.” 

It would seem to an unsophisticated editor that a 
metal ceiling trust, whose financial end was unsatis- 
factory to the president of the Penn Metal Ceiling & 
Roofing Co.; whose promoters relied on published 
reports in newspapers for acquainting such leaders in 
the metal ceiling world as the Canton Steel Roofing 
Co., J. H. Eller & Co. Kinnear & Gager 
Co. and Wheeling Corrugating Co. with their 
plans, and thought the shrewd Chicago metal ceil- 
ing men would be content with a bunch of 
assorted rumors; and which gets a merry “ha ha” 
from a concern of the size and power for mischief if 
so inclined of the Berger Mfg. Co., has a very 
lugubrious future. Sermons preached to empty 
benches do not make ministerial reputations, and a 
merger about which there seems to be a great deal 
of ignorance, indifference and even positive hostility 
would not seem to be endowed with the seeds of an 
early fruition. At any rate, it will take a crackerjack 
promoter to form a metal ceiling merger without the 
co-operation of just a few at least of the firms en- 
gaged in the actual manufacture of these goods. 

But really the attitude of the ceiling manufacturers 
makes very little difference in the newspaper articles 
concerning the merger. From a New York daily of 
Jan. 29 we learn that the capital stock of the merger 
is to be increased from $1,000,000 to $5,000,000. 
Furthermore, we find this printed statement: “The 
New York Metal Ceiling Co. and Northrup & Co., of 
New York, are included and one other New York 
concern is expected to come in. The other companies 
to be merged are the S. Keighley Metal Ceiling Co. 
and the Iron City Metal Ceiling Co., Pittsburg; Penn 
Metal Ceiling & Roofing Co., Philadelphia; Ber- 
ger Mfg. Co., J. H. Eller & Co. and the Canton Steel 
Roofing Co., Canton, Ohio; Friedley & Voshardt, Chi- 
cago; Kinnear & Gager Co., Columbus, Ohio, and 
Caldwell & Peterson, Wheeling, W. Va. ”

of Florian Grosjean, president of the Lalance & Gros- 
jean Mfg. Co., New York, which took place at his 
residence, 314 Schermerhorn street, Brooklyn, of 
pneumonia, on Jan. 24.
